The  burial  place  of  our 
dead  is  hallowed  ground. 
The  proper  care  of  such 
a place  is  a sacred  duty  and 
tru^.  That  order  and  decorum 
shall  be  observed  by  all  par- 
ties interested  therein,  certain 
rules  and  regulations  must  be 
observed.  For  the  guidance 
of  the  public  and  that  the 
cemetery  under  our  care  shall 
receive  due  consideration,  we 
have  adopted  the  following 
rules  for  the  government  there- 
of. Lot  owners  and  the  public 
generally  can  be  of  great  assis- 
tance to  the  board  of  trustees  if 
they  will  give  careful  heed  to 
the  rules.  We  are  all  of  us  in- 
tere^ed  in  the  care  and  beau- 
tifying of  our  burial  ground 
and  that  which  is  of  benefit  to 
the  whole  cemetery  is  of  bene- 
fit to  each  individual  lot.  We 
therefore  trust  that  the  follow- 


ing  rules  will  meet  the  approv- 
al of  every  one  personally  in- 
terested and  that  a hearty  and 
harmonious  compliance  with 
them  will  be  given. 


I.  No  person  shall  have 
any  use  of  or  title  to  any  lot 
until  the  same  is  paid  for  and 
the  full  price  of  all  lots  is  due 
and  payable  at  the  date  of  se- 
lection. 

II.  The  price  of  lots,  for  the 
present,  per  square  foot,  is  ten 
(10)  to  twenty  (20)  cents,  ac- 
cording to  size,  location  and 
surroundings  of  the  lot  selected. 

III.  There  will  be  assessed 
against  each  lot  each  year,  for 
mowing  and  keeping  the  same 
clean,  the  sum  of  one  to  two 
dollars,  according  to  size  and 
condition  of  lot;  said  amount  is 
due  and  payable  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
on  or  before  April  fir^t  of  each 
year  and  if  not  paid  by  that 
date  said  amount  will  be 
charged  against  the  lot. 

IV.  It  is  not  permissible  to 
build  lots  up  more  than 


inches  above  the  general  level, 
except  under  the  direction  of 
the  sexton  and  on  order  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  with  a slope 
of  six  (6)  inches  from  lot  line. 
No  mounds  or  building  up  of 
graves  is  allowed. 

V.  Not  more  than  one 
monument  will  be  allowed  on  a 
lot;  all  extra  graves  to  be 
marked  by  one  marker  placed 
at  the  head  thereof;  said  mark- 
ers to  be  not  more  than  sixteen 
(16)  inches  high,  except  marks 
provided  by  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment for  soldiers’  graves,  may 
project  twenty-four  (24)  inches 
above  the  ground. 

VI.  All  foundations  for 
monuments  and  markers  muSt 
be  put  in  under  the  direction 
of  the  sexton  or  board  of  trus- 
tees; all  foundations  must  be 
finished  true  and  level  and  two 
inches  below  the  surface  of  the 


ground  where  lowest  and  set 
deep  enough  to  insure  solid 
sub-soil  and  below  the  frost 
line.  All  stone  work  shall  have 
the  surface  next  to  the  foun- 
dation bedded  off,  or  squared 
sufficiently  true  and  level  to  al- 
low every  part  to  be  in  contact 
with  the  foundation;  the  use  of 
spawls  between  base  stones 
and  foundations  or  the  removal 
of  any  part  of  the  foundation 
to  accommodate  irregularities 
or  other  defective  workmanship 
in  the  base  stone  is  strictly  for- 
bidden. All  cement  foundations 
must  be  dry  before  placing  the 
base  stone  or  any  part  of  the 
monument  thereon. 

VII.  Every  lot  owner  shall 
keep  in  good  repair  any  monu- 
ment, marker  or  other  structure 
which  he  or  she  may  have  on 
his  or  her  lot.  Should  they  fail 
to  do  so,  the  trustees  may  eith- 


er  repair  the  same  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner,  or  remove 
it  from  the  lot. 

VIII.  Heavy  loads  shall  not 
b e permitted  to  enter  the 
grounds  while  the  ground  is 
soft  and  at  no  time  except  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  sexton 
or  trustees.  All  dirt  and  rub- 
bish resulting  from  setting  of 
monuments  must  be  removed 
by  the  contractor  or  lot  owner  at 
once  upon  the  completion  of 
the  monument.  When  monu- 
ments are  to  be  erected  the  ad- 
jacent lawns,  shrubbery,  trees, 
plants  and  flowers  shall  be  fully 
protected  by  the  contractor  or 
the  owner  of  the  lot  upon  which 
the  monument  is  being  placed. 

IX.  Scattering  or  leaving 
discarded  flowers,  paper,  cans, 
jars,  bottles,  shells,  baskets  or 
any  rubbish  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, upon  lots,  roadways  or 


grounds  is  strictly  prohibited. 

X.  No  person  or  lot  owner 
shall  have  the  right  of  inter- 
ment upon  any  lot  without 
permission  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  All  graves  shall  be 
dug  only  upon  the  authority 
and  under  the  direction  of  the 
tru^ees.  The  charges  for  dig- 
ging graves  for  the  present 
shall  be  as  follows,  which  in- 
cludes lining  of  the  grave,  clos- 
ing same  and  settling  and  car- 
ing for  surplus  dirt  and  first 
sodding  of  grave: 


3 feet  or  less  in  length  - $3.00 

4 feet  and  under  5 in  length  4.00 

5 feet  and  under  6 in  length  4.50 

6 feet  and  over  - - 5.00 


One  dollar  extra  will  be 
charged  when  a steel  vault  is 
used. 

For  cost  of  putting  in  cement 
or  any  other  kind  of  vault  ex- 


cept  steel  confer  with  the  trus- 
tees. 

XL  Owners  of  lots  who  are 
one  year  in  arrears  in  payment 
of  assessments  against  lots  for 
work  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a 
permit  of  interment  until  all 
arrearages  have  been  paid. 

Xll.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  have  the  right  to  enter 
upon  any  lot  at  any  time  and 
to  have  removed  any  irregu- 
larities that  they  may  deem 
proper.
